Household Hints

Doesn't every homemaker prick
up her ears—and maybe bridle a
bit when someone begins to talk
of  “Household ,Hints,” We all
have our pet. short cuts, usually
adopted through necessity, and ‘we
are glad to pass them on to our
nelghhm'n and to the young home-
makers who have just started on
the interesting careér of running a
home.  Just suppose little Mrh,
Youngbride comes knocking  at
your kitchen door some morning
asking, ‘“Mrs. Neighbor, can  you
tell me how to keep the raisins
from all going to the bottom of
my cake, the last time I made a
raisin cake they all went flat to |
the bottom.”  You, from experi-
ence, know there are several ways
to try and so you tell her, “There
is no way that is Tool proof’, but
I'll tell you different things I have
tried. §

“I've  dredged the raisins ‘with
flour and added them to. the hatter
at the very last. The flour in-
creases friction, and helps to keep
them from sinking.

“Then T've tried

with ' the shortening, This tends
to make them stay up and algo
results in a darkening of the cake
which, of course, I do not object
to, since it makes the cake ap-
pear much richer,
“Still another “way is to add the
raisins, handpicked one by one,
to the batter after it goes intg
the pan, and then bake the cake
80 _quickly that they won't have
time to fall.

“Of them all, I have found that
the oven heating method is per-
haps the most successful. Put the
raisins in a flat pan in a. thin
layer, not piled over one another
too much. Then cover the pan
and heat the raisins slowly until
they puff up and lose their wrin-
kles.  You must keep the pan weli
covered so that the steam, which
is the puffing agent, will not
escape, * Raisins should be puffed
yntil they are as smooth and
bloated as fresh cherries.”

“That is éasy,” you reply sooth-
ingly, “just take four tablespoons
of ground chocolate for,  each
Square called for in your recipe,
it will be just as good, and easier
to use.” . .

“Now, just one thing more,” she
asks, “‘how can I keep the cake
from sticking to the pan?

“Before the days of vegetable
shortenings, butter or lard was all
that could be used, and lard would
have heen much better since it
contains no salt, ‘as does buttor,
Salt is the cause of oakes stick-
ing, and in addition to. this, butter
burns very easily. So when your
recipe says ‘butter pans’, just use
a vegetable shortening insteaq,”

But now we have one thag has
stumped’ . many  seasoned house-
keepers—“What to do when the
waffle iron sticks.” So far, this is
the best way we know of—and it
does work: :

The usual method, when the iron
has never bBeen used, or when it
has been wuged ana sticks, is to
heat the iron for three minutes.
Then rub it with a cake of par-
affin and allow it to cool for three
minutes, Then reheat it for three
minites and pour in, the batter,
Let the waffle cook for three min-
utes, throw this first one away as
it has absorbed’ the paraffin, and
the waftfle iron is ready for use.
The waffle iron should not be
touched while the waffle is cook-
ing. The lid may lift slightly, but
do not touch it and do not try
to open it until you are certain
the waffle is thoroughly ' cooked.
CAUTION: Never wash a waffle
fron—all burnt particles or dough
may be. removed with a dry wire
hrusp, Discoloration is caused by
too ‘Much heat, and if._you want
it cleaned, fake it to a service

City Manager type of government
was the expense Involved, the fact
that the average term of office
of the manager was about two to
four years and that in too many
instances the City Manager was
not a City Manager ‘at all, but a
mere puppet of the City Council,
The Commission form of govern-
ment  was objectionable because
each’ commissioner ‘was not only a
councilman, but also an execu-
tive, thus dividing the executive
branch, of the Bovernment into
three independent parties with all
attendant duplications of overhead.

The objection to the present
form of government, Wwhich is the
City Council Form is that the City
Council not only makes the laws,
but is charged with enforeing the
laws, and Was the power to ap-
point the City Judge who must in-
terpret and apply the laws and

ordinances, thus 'makin B'all
branches of the government en-
tively dependent upon the City
Council.  As the affalrs of the
city become more complicated and
complex, and the voters become
less familiar with the Characten

of their candidates, it is entirely
possible that councilmen might he
elected .who would undertake to
Impose their wilt not only as to
legislative.affairs, but as to execu~
tive and judiclal affairs a8 well,
It that should occur, there could
be no independence of action, ana
the result would he either corrup-
tion in office, or wholesale resig-
nations,

The vegy ossence of honest and
efficient government  1g- indepen-
dence of actlon. This is true not
only in city Bovernments, but in
county, state and federal govern-
ments as well, and accordfngly, all
such governments are formed
along these lines,

With this situation in view, the
Board of Freeholders determined
that the best form of government

for Torrance, as a growing com-
munity, “should be three indepen -

dent departments, namely, a City
Councll, Mayor, and Police Judge,
all clected by the people for four
years, with powers fixed definitely
by the charter, so that one de-
partment could not encroach upon
the powers and duties of the other,
thereby fixing 2 definite respon-
sibility for ‘an honest, efficlent and
économic administration,

As a result, the charter provides
for a City Council and a Mayor,
Who has veto. and managerial
powers, each of five councilmanie
districts to ‘he represented by a
councllman nominated from the
District but elected at large, there-
by giving direct representation on
the City Councll to al parts of
Torrance, but responsibility to the
entire city, eliminating & one
stroke the ward system of Bovern-
ment, hut at the same Hme giving
direct representation,

The Mayor under the chadllh is
nominated and elected .at large,
and is given the poweys of an
executlve. He nominates the heads
of the varlous executive depart-
ments, with the consent of the
City Council, but has full power
te remove such heads without the
donaent of the counoll, thershy
plaging on the Mayors shoulders
responsibility for  effieient - amd
economic administration, Once s
poliey is established and an appro-
priation made by the City Coun-
cll, its duty ends, qna the 1&11
then devolves upon the Mayar t
carry out that policy as the execu-
tive of any other corporation
would do,

The Mayor is the presiding offi-
cer of the City Council and ap-
points its Committee Chairmen,
thereby avolding any dispute
among the councilmen as to who
is best qualified for any partioular
duties. The exereise of his veto
pewer, compels the council to pass
an ordinance by a four-fifths vote
Inorder to make it effective,
